SCANDAL SCRAPS, 


SOWEN. DUNCAN, AND WEST. 
New York Tribune, Feb. 8. 90 

It has been reported that Henry C. Bowen, 
William F. West, Charles C. Duncan, and other 
disaffected members of Plymouth Church, are 
preparing a protest, to be submitted tp the Ad- 
visory Council which will meet on Tuesday. Feb. 
15, against the dissolution of the Council before 
the charges against Mr. Beecher have been fully 
investigated. A reporter of the Tribune called 
‘yesterday upon the persons named to learn if 
there was any foundation in fact for the report. 
Henry C. Bowen would not affirm anything 
positively. He merely said be could not say.” 
To enter a protest would be one of 100 things 
he might do which he could not tell if he should 
do. He could not say what others might do. 

Charles C. Duncan, United States Shipping 
Commissioner, who recently applied for a letter 
of dismission and recommendation from Plym- 
outh Church, said that the news of a protest 
was news to him; that he had bad nothing to 
do with such a movement. He had received no 
reply from Plymouth Church to his letter re- 
questing dismission and recommendation, and 
in view of his request did not feel at liberty to 
take any steps against Mr. Beecher or Plymouth 
Church. It was his intention to retire, and, as 
far as he was concerned, to let the matter drop. 

William F. West said he had not talked with 
Mr. Bosen about a protest forthe Advisory 
Council. He had his own views about the Coun- 
cil, and would not say the protest was not possi- 
ble nor improbable. in conversing about Mr. 
Bowen’s relations to Plymouth Church, Mr. 
West said there were certain things connected 
with the eérlier charges against Mr. Bowen 
which he believed had never been made public. 
At the time Mr. West preferred charges against 
Theodore Tilton, he also preferred charges 
against Henry C. Bowen for circulating scandal 
against his pastor, and mentioned F. B. O u- 
ter, the artist,. Theodore Tilton, and E. D. Hol- 
ton, of Milwaukee, as witnesses in re- 
gard to Mr. Bowen’s alleged offense. The 
matter was brought before the Examining Com- 
mittee of the church, which appointed a Sub- 
Committee to wait upon Mr. Bowen and make 

rsonal inquiry. The Commitise reported that 

r. Bowen said he bad always adhered to the 
covenant made with Mr. Beecher, and he regret- 
ted that anything derogatory to the character of 
Mr. Beecher had been considered as coming from 
him. On this repcrt, the church adopted a reso- 
lution te drop proceedings against Mr. Bowen. 
At the next business meefing of the church, 
Mr. Bowen entered a protest against the reso- 
lution dropping the action against him, 
saying, in substance, that he never had denied 
making charges against Mr. Beecher; that he 
never had said be was. sorry formyhat he had 
done; and that he had entered the protest pre- 
paratory to calling.a Council to consider the 
matter. No action was taken at that meeting on 
thegprotest ; but, at the next business meeting, on 
a motion made by Rossiter Raymond, the vote 
on tbe former resolution was reconsid- 
ered, and it was decided to enter upon 
the records of the church a statement made by 
Mr. Halliday to the effect that no proof could be 
found of the charges against Mr. Bowen.

The entire inadequacy of the Advisory Coun- 
cil called by Plymouth Church to deal with the 
matter at issue is rendered more apparent by 
these later developments [in Bowen's letter]. 
The Council is imposing in the number of, 
churches invited andin the extent of territory 
represented. But the churches are all named by 
Plymouth Church, end there can be no doubt 
that the views of a large majority of the clergy 
invited have been ascertained to be favorable to 
the course of Plymouth Church before the invi- 
tations were extended. To make assurance 
doubly gure, the Plymouth Church Committee 
inclosed with each letter-missive a formal state- 
ment of the course of the church, with reasons 
and arguments for it. The letter-missive is so 
framed that, if any unwary delegate should de- 
sire to in the matter of Mr, Beecher’s 
guilt or innocence, he can be cut short with the 
statement that the Council is calied to consider 
only technical points of church polity. 

Mr. Beecher made a visit to this vicinity re- 
cently, for the purpose of conferring with cer- 
tain of the clefgy aad delegates invited. It is a 
fact of some significance that several of the 
most distinguished persons invited to that con- 
fereoce declined to go; and it is quite 
authoritatively stated that the disposition 
which some of those who did go mani- 
tested to have the whole truth investi- 
gated aroused Mr. Beecher’s indignation. One 
of our suburban churches invited to the Council 
has already declined; in another the invitation 
was accepted only after a heated debate of an 
hour and a half, in which a strong opposition, 
led some of the best men of the church, was 
developed, and there is no doubt that many of 
the churches invited will decline, and the num- 
bers named in the letter-missive will shrink con- 
siderably before the Council meets.

Another Alleged Wife Heveals Mier 
self. The Suit Against Mrs. Ward and 
Mr. Wirt Dexter—A Ciaim of 650,000

The news of Capt. Ward's death flashed with 
ligbtoimg speed across the country, producing 
varied emotions in many private breasts.

On their return 
to Detroit, for reasons unexplained, she did not 
go to Capt. Ward’s own house, but to her former 
bome on Lafayette avenue.

After that the relations between 
them were discontinued, and she shortly after-

and moved away from Detroit immediately after 
Capt. Ward’s marriage to Miss Lyon, are alone 
known. The strong point of this lady's case is, 
that she claims to have the certificate of her 
marriage to Capt. Ward in her possession, that 
the officer who performed the ceremony is still 
living, and that the marriage is a matter of reo- 
ord in one of the northern counties of Ohio. 
Also, that she can bring witnesses to testify that 
they lived together as man and wife, and that 
she has oue child as the result of their marriage. 

When questioned as to why she did not at 
once commence suit to break tho will, immedi- 
ately after its admission to probate, she is re- 
ported to have said: “Let them fight away 
among themselves until they are pretty well 
tleeced ; it will only make it the easier for me to

Daly, Henrotin & Co. filed a bill yesterday 
against Michael Evans and Edward Phillips, 
setting out that in May last they made a return 
of their property to the Assessor, x- 
ing its value at $10,000, which assessment was 
raised by the State Board to $15,200, and on 
which a tax of $636.73 hae been levied sgainst 
them. 

A. OC. Musselwhite, a druggist at No. 35 West 
Madison street, also filed a bil! against Cornelius 
Ryan. David Hallanin, and the City of Chicago, 
stating that in May last he owned per- 
sonal property to the amount of $2,000 
but owed $1,235. He made out his schedule, 
but by mistake put the list of debts in 
the column headed credits, so that they were 
added to his other property instead of being de- 
ducted therefrom. A conversation was then had 
with the Assessor, when the latter agreed to fix 
complainant's assessment at 21.000 and strike 
out all the other items both of debit and credit. 
By mistake, however, or fraud, $1,000 was added 
to the net valuation as fixed by complainant, 
and when the State Board had exercised its 
privilege the assessment was $3,040. The tax 
on this is 6130.90. which Musselwhite thinks is 
about three times too high. 

In tke Circuit Court, the law firm of Wood & 
Loomis filed a bill against Evans and L. E. Huck, 
setting out that in May last the Assessor called 
on them at their office, No. 122 Lasalle street, 
but was informed that they had ne firm proper- 
ty, and that the office furniture and law books 
were owned by them in severalty, and that they 
were taxed for ibe same at their respective 
homes. Phillips departed apparently satisfied, but 
a short time ago they were notified to pay a tc ax 
of 263.69 on a valuation of $1,000 of firm prop- 
erty. They claim that they have each paid a tax 
on this property, and ask to have thie doubie as- 
sessment enjoined. 6 

Thomas G. Morris, of the ‘Town of West Ubi- 
cago, also fileda bill objecting to the assess - 
ment which Cornelius Ryan had made against 
him.

can, Feb. 2.—THie snow-blockade that has 
interrupted overland travel for several days past 
json the divide between the Great American 
and the Valley of the Humboldt. All 
trains that have left San Francisco gince Sun- 
day morning have been halted by this blockade 
at Elxo Station, where they still remain. In 
like manfler westward-bound trains due in San 
cisco Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday 
ere detained at Toano, the eastern limit of the 
snow-bound region. No trains of any descrip- 
tion, nor mail or express matter, have passed. 
Ide storm bas ruled the divide since Sunday. The 
distance thus embargoed is 116 miles in extent, 
though the more serions consequentes of the 
storm are confined to that portion of the road 
between Wells and Toano, about 36 miles. The 
storm which has led to this mterruption of 
travel began on Sundav, aod has prevailed un- 
interraptedly until the present time. Not an 
unusual quantity of snow has fallen, but a fear- 
ful northwest wind has prevailed all the time, 
anfting the snow furiously and piling it up in 

HUGE, DENSELY-PACKED AAssks, 

wheréver a depression in the surface afforded 
opportunity. Such conditions were found in all 
the cuts througb which the railroad passes, and 
m consequence these were rapidly filled and ren- 
i sable. The continuance of the bigh 
— waa rendered futile al? efforts to reopen 
these cuts, where laborers were employed with 
shovels and numerous gangs have been kept at 
work, the driving wind filling in the ovenings 
they made as rapidiy as they could remove the 
snow. ‘Tbe force of the storm aleo has been so 
great as to pack the drifts so tightly as to defy 
the utmost power that could be brought to bear 
to foros the ponderous snow-plowsuf the Com- 
ythrough them. Efforts have been unceas- 
— since the storm began to keep the road open, 
and repested attempts have been made to drive 
snow-plows through the cuts.

The Memphis-El Paso had placed a large loan 
on the Paris Bourse, and disposed of some #5,- 
000,000 Worth of bonds, which were based upon 
the lands granted to the Company by the Kate 
of Texas.

MOODY AND SANMEY. 


Their Opening Service in New York--- 


An Immense Gathering of 
People. 


— — 


Terrible Confusion at the Doors of the 


Hippodrome---Fainting Women 
and Cursing Men. 


New York Herald, Feb. 8. 


Tbe opening of the Moody and Sankey revival 
services at the old Hippodrome took place last 
night. The ocgasion naturally drew together an 
immense gathering of poople. Seldom have 
go many men and women assembled in this 
city at one place, therefore the occasion was 
an interesting and novel one. 
rangements for receiving the anditors there was 
a great deal of crowding and crushing, and, the 
jam of people being à terrible one, there was 
naturally much confasion and à great deal of 
actual suffering among those who were unfor- 
tunately the first to enter when the doors were 
opened. 
As a beginning those services were not as ex- 
citing as was expected; but, as Mr. Moody him- 
self said, it may be days and days before the 
full tide of the expected revival movement will 
appear in its strength and power. The scene in 
the main hall, on the Madison-avenue end of 
the Hippodrome, was a very impressive one, and 
when the evangelist and his singing helpmate 
appeared on the platform, a sudden hush fell 
upon the audience of 6,000, so that the silence 
was remarkable. 

The large hall, though well arranged in its 
Seating, is too large for the lungs of any one 
man; and when Sankey sung or Moody spoke 
there were hundreds who could not heer him. 


The buildmg was not constructed for the trans- 
mission of sound, and the pillars, the arches, 
and the uneven roof catch the sound of the 
speaker's voice or divide it, so that those in the 
rear or in the galleries cannot hear a word. 


OUTSIDE SCENES. 


As eerty as 6 o’clock in the evening, when the 
lamps io the streets had begun to look cbeerful, 
groups might have been observed assembling on 
the north, south. east, and west sides of the 
Hippodrome, among w 
of women and young girla, and here and there 
children of tender age might be seen prattliug to 
tbeir elder friends in the crowds, which were 
rapidly increasing in volume, and Capt. Steers, 
ef the Iwenty-ninth Vrecinct, with a ro- 
serve of twenty-five men of his own 
command under Seret. Taylor, aud twen- 
ty-eight God-fearing policemen, from nine, 
other precincts, who bad been picked for their 
adaptability for Christian work, was the force 
detailed to keep order and to permit ingress and 
egress. It was found, bowever, that such a 
foree was altogether unequal to the demands 
made on it by the huge masses of men and 
women who fought, and pushed, and etrovo, 
and quarreled with each other in the most vio- 
lent manner at the doors for precedence. To- 
begin with, there was a lack of police, as not 
less than 100 men would be sufficient to hold the 
doors of the Hippodrome against such an ex- 
cited crowd as visited it last evening. But the 
most grievous Offense of ail is that the manage- 
ment only oveved one door—tbhe northern 
door on Madison avenue, near Twenty-seventh 
street—as late as 5 o'clock in the evening, which 
was the time set down for the exercises to begin. 
Of course every person on the outside wished 
to get in at once, and consequently the strugglo 
was an awful one, and not at all befitting the 
occasion. The — 4 begged, expostulated,

There are eight en- 
trances to the Hippodrome, and yet but one was 
open to the public until after 8 o’clock, on the 
piea that the large hall shonid be filled first. 
One door only open and 20,000 people waiting 
for admission, or rather fighting for it, on the 
outside! Such arrangements as were made last 
evening afford unusual opportanities for a ter- 
ribie catastcophe, to which the St. Andrews 
Church disaster would bear but poor compari- 
son. 


THE MADISON AVENUE ENTRANCE. 


At precisely thirty minutes past 7 o'clock or- 
ders were given to open the main door on Madi- 
son avenues. Capt. Steers stationed himself at 
this entrance with twenty men, and, when the 
order came to admit the throng aud the door 
was started back on its, rollers, the officers 
braced and pushed and ‘tugged and pulled, but 
the miserable affair would not open more than 
two-thirds of its width. Instantly the most dis- 
graceful scene that has been witneseed in New 
York for many vears was begun aud kept up for 
twenty-five mjoutes, while policemen, firemen, 
and a score or two of usbers and mapagers 
stood terror-stricken and almost speechiess. 
With a grand and irresistible sweep the crowd 
came against the doorway. Iustautiy wild 
screams were heard in the midst of the crowd. 
and, although the police endeavored to get to 
the sufferers, they were unsuccessfal. Women 
fainted, and were carried in with their clothing 
_| torn halt off; children—and unfortunately there 
were manv—cried and pleaded for assistance, 
but still the surging mass pressed on. Strong 
men begged and implored, and then when no 
other resource was at hand, swore Uke iofu- 
riated pirates. Matters were now wearing a very 
serious aspect. Every third woman who ente 
carried along with the mass and thrust through 
the doorway, fainted, and had to be carned to 
the ante-rooms, where men and boys were 
constantly running to and fro bringing: 
water and other restoratives. Those who 
did not faint cried and wrung their 
hands.—many with frignt others with 
pain, and others again because they hed been 
separated from friends whom they feared would 
be crushed to death. Every face that came in 
that doorway now, whether of man, woman, or 
child, was as pale as death. Piercing cries end 
screams were heard on every hand. A desperate 
effort was made to close the door, but it was im- 
movable. An ex was brought by a fireman, but 
he might as well have brought a haudful of 
straws for all the good he did. Every one in 
authority seemed to be terribly frigntened and 
greatly excited. A few well-directed blows with 
the blade of the ax would have cut away the 
inner side of the trough through which the bot- 
tom of the door should slide, and tbas open the 
entrance-way to its full extent, but the fireman, 
the policemen, and the managers all talked at 
once, and—did nothing 

Every two or three minutes the alarming cry 
of A woman's down! She will be trampled to 
death! mingled with horrible cries and execra 
tions from terror-stricken people. ‘Steady! 
Steady! For God's sake don’t crowd so!“ the 
police cried incessantly, but they might as woll 
have talked to the wind. The wild, bewildering, 
and overwhelming stream of humanity poured 
steadily in. Close the door!” some one 
shouted, but the door woula not close. The 
twenty policomen rushed upon the mass and en- 
dea vored to check it. It was a herculean task, 
but was at last accomplished. Then Capt. Steers 
called to the crowd to go around to the Fourth 
avenue entrance, where all could gain admit- 
tance. After awhile the throng began gradually 
to give way, and being assured that the officers 
would admit no more at the main entrance they 
reluctantly withdrew and sought other places of 


ingress.

A Reply te Jeff Davis. 
Norwicnu, Couu., Feb. 7.—Warren Leo Goss, 
President of the National Union of Anderson- 
ville Survivors, bas written a letter to the Hulle- 
tin, replying to Jefferson Davie’ assertion that 
the, mortality of the Confederate prisoners in 
Union hands was iv greater proportion than that 
of Union soldiers in Rebel prisons. 

Mr. Goas quotes the Federal War Department 
figures, showing the total captures of soldiers 
and citizens by the Confederate forces to have 
Leen 133,145, and it is estimated that of these 
one-half were actually confined in prisons. 
The number of deaths in Confederate pris- 
ons was 36,401. Consequently the per cent 
of mortality in prisons was over 3383, 
and the per cent of the entire captures 
about 1936. The oumber of captures by the 
Union forces was 476,169; actually confined 
(the rest being paroled or exchanged), 327,570 ; 
per cent of mortality in prison, 13%; per cent 
of mortality of whole number of captures, 654. 
Thus, the mortality in Rebel prisons was about 
three times as great as in the Union prisons, 

Mr. Goss also quotes the report of the Con- 
federate luspector of Prisons, Lieut.-Col. D. T. 
Chandler, who is favorably indorsed by the Con- 
federate Assistant Secretary of War, to show 
that recommendations were actually made to 
Davis Cabinet to replace Gen. Winder, com- 
mandant at Andersonvilie, with some one more 
humane, and the only notice taken thereof by 
Davis was to promote Winder to the position 
of Commissary-General of all the Confederate 
prisons.

OUR COTTON TRADE AND HOW TO EN- 
LARGE IT. : 


The panic of 1873 caught American manu- 
facturers with immense stocks of all kinds of 
goods on hand. That panic had the imme- 


United States to the minimum, and there was 
no other market open to them in which to 
sell but the United States. The panic only 
permitted them to sell in the United States. 
All the rest of the world was as able and 
willing to buy as ever, but our goods eost so 
much to produce them that it was hardly any 
greater los: to let them rot, rust, and decay, 
than to ship them. In any other country ex- 
cept the United States, an interruption of the 
home market would be met by an immediate 
shipment to foreign countries. We had not 
only to let the goods stand in warehouse un- 
sold and unsalable, but we stopped making 
goods, discharging the labor, reducing it to 
pauperism, and letting the capital invested in 
mills, furnaces, and machinery rest unpro- 
| ductive. Since the costly experience of 
1873 there has been an avoidance of surplus 
productions; but this has been at the ex- 
pense of the laborers, of whom it is estimated 
there are two millions eut of employment. 
One of the first reliefs obtained after the 
panic was the purchase by persons in Canada 
of large quantities of the surplus iron of 
Pennsylvania; these purchases 
nearly five millions of dollars between the 
date of the panic and the Ist of June follow- 


that half year exceeded the export of iron 
and steel to all the rest of the world in the 
entire year. In that same time cotton cloth 
to the value of nearly half a million of dol- 
lars found its way to Canada. Since then we 
have been exporting more or less of a varied 
list of our manufactures to Canada, where 
they have been sold in successful competition 
with the British goods which pay a duty to 
Canada of 15 percent. We have also begun 
an increase of the exports of cotton goods, 
sending them on orders to Great Britain and 
Germany. It may be interesting to know 
how our export of cotton goods has pro- 
gressed during the last twenty years. We 
find in the New York Bulletin several tables, 
to which we have made some additions to 
make them more complete, showing the value 
and quantities of cotton manufactures ex- 
ported to foreign countries since 1856 :

This table is instructive. The total value 
of the exports in 1875 was 25 per cent great- 
er than in any year since 1869, but not one- 
half what it was in 1856. The year 1861, 
put down in the table, ended June 30 of that 
year, and consequently included one-half of 
the calendar year 1860. The War has been 
over nearly eleven years, and we have not yet 
recovered any ion of our lost trade. The 
statistics of the United States do not show 
the quantities of cotton goods shipped prior 
to 1864, hence we have no means of compar- 
ing the quantities in 1860 with those exported 
in 1875. Quantities are fully as important as 
values. Thus, in 1864 we exported 1,835,921 
yards, having a value of $1,456,901. But 
since and including 1864 the quantities are 
reported as foliows :

This sale of iron and steel to Canada in 


can be so reduced as to admit of the sale at 
prices justifyimg an indefinite increase of ex- 
ports. 

One of the greatest items entering into the 
cost of American manufactures for export is 
the uncertainty of the value of the currency. 
The goods are produced and sold at currency 
rates. The man who produces and sells his 
goods when currency is worth 89 cents does 
not know whether, when these goods are 
paid for six months later, the currency will 
pe worth 89 or 80, and the decline, be it 
ever so small, is sufficient to render the ,sale 
a losing one. To protect himself against 
such a loss, a margin must be included in the 
price of his goods, which, without any profit 
to him, is an addition to the price at which 
he can sell, and a protection to the foreign 
manufacturer who is exposed to no such con- 
tingency. Specie payments, and a return to 
a fixed standard of value, are essential to any 
permanent resumption of export trade. 

We once had a large trade in cotton goods 
with China, and we are indebted to the Hulle- 
tin for the following statement of the ex- 
ports of cotton goods exported from New 
York and Boston to China for a series of 
years :

Dur total export to China in 1875 was 
7,000,000 yards, while that of Great Britain 
was over a million of yards a day. We buy 
coffee from Brazil and pay for it with bills of 
exchange on London, which bills are ex- 
changed for British cottons to be sent to 
Brazil. 


JEFF DAVIS’ LETTER. 

We have already examined Jerrerson Da- 
vis’ letter with reference to the failure of the 
author of the Andersonville atrocities to ex- 
culpate himself. There are two other points 
in this letter, both of them of a remarkably 
insolent character, which need inspection. 
The first furnishes the foundation upon which 
his whole letter is based, and is to the effect 
that Ae is the embodiment of the South, and 
that all his deeds were done on its authority 
and in its behalf. He says: The Southern 
people have forgotten much and have forgiven 
much of the wrongs they bore. If it be less 
so among their invaders, it is but another ex- 
ample of the rule that the wrongdoer is less 
able to forgive than he who has suffered 
causeless wrong.” It would perhaps be im- 
possible to find more untamed Rebel insolence 
in the same number of words since the out- 
break of the Rebellion. It will be seen from 
this extract that Jerrerson Davis proceeds 
upon the assumption that the South was 
right and the North was wrong; that the 
South belonged to the Rebels, not to the 
Union; and that Northern citizens had no right 
to be in the South; in other words, Jerrrerson 
Davis has not yet given up, and will not 
give up, the absurd theory that the South isa 
separate, distinct nation, and consequently 
that the Union forces were essentially foreign 
invaders, doing wrong to the South! Not 
even the stern logic of events has taught JIxr- 
rerson Davis wisdom. ‘The Federal forces, 
whom he styles *‘ invaders,” were marching 
in their own territory. They had the same 
right under the Constitution and the laws to 
move through Georgia and Mississippi that 
they had to move through New York and Illi- 
rs The Southern territory belonged then 

does now to the American nation. Every 
Northern man had then and has now an un- 
divided interest in that territory. The 
South,“ i. e., the slaveholders, sought to 
prevent the National army from going where 
it had the right to go. The South,“ in 
seizing Federal forts, arsenals, custom- 
houses, post-offices, and other property, stole 
what belonged to the nation. 

The whole letter of Jerrzrson Davis, how- 
ever, is based upon the assumption that the 
States in the South are independent nations, 
separate and distinct from the North, and 
that the North has conquered them as the 
Russians conquered the Poles or the English 
conquered the Irish. But they never were 
independent ; they were always part of the 
American nation since they ceased to be Brit- 
ish Colonies. They tried to destroy the Con- 
stitution and dismember the Union, and Jer- 
Enso Davis headed the insurgents; but 
they were defeated. Twoor three hundred 
thousand of them lost their livés in the at- 
tempt, Every foot of the South before the 
War, during tne War, and since the War, has 
belonged to the American nation, and the 
National Government was only seeking to re- 
cover its property and jurisdiction, which 
JEFFERSON Davis, as the head of the Rebell 
ion, was seeking to take from it. The Gov- 
ernment was excluded from the South” for 
a time as a robber might excludé a 
man from his own honse. If, there- 
fore, as JEFFERSON Davis assumes in 
his letter, he speaks for the South and is the 
embodiment of the Southern people, it only 
shows that a great deal more of reconciliation 
and of reconstruction will yet be required, 
and that the Northern people must forget 
and forgive a great deal more of the crimes 
and misery caused by the Southern aggress- 
ors in seeking to carry out this visionary and 
baseless theory that they are an independent 
nation; that the Government had no right 
to send its army into its own territory to dis- 
perse insurgents or to overcome the attempt 
to break up its autonomy as an independent 
nation. , 

With regard to the second point made hy 
Jerrenson Davis, while it is insolent, there 
is nevertheless much truth in the taunt. In 
his scouting of the amnesty proposition, 
which the Confederate members of the House 
and the Northern doughfaces sought to thrust 
upon him, he says: The indictment was 
finally quashed on no application of mine, 
nor have I ever avoided or ‘evaded a trial 
upon any charge the General Government

Jerrerson Davis asserts himself as the 
embodiment of the Southern people, and 
claims that he speaks for them. We would 
like to inquire of our Southérn exchanges, 


who now talk eloquently of the duty of UR

holding the flag and maintaining the U 

and cherishing feelings of reconciliation, if 
Jerrerson Davis speaks for them or repre- 
sents their sentiments. We would like to 
inquire of them if they really feel that the 
Northern people were the wrong-doers in re- 
sisting his attempt to break up the Union, 
and if we are the recipients of their grace in 
the matter of their forgiveness and forgetful- 
ness of the past. We would like, further- 
moré, to inquire of them if they sustain and 
indorse the atrocities of Andersonville, of 
which Jzrrerson Davis has been proven re- 
sponsible, as well as the Rebellion which he 
headed. If so, then they might as well 
acknowledge it at once and throw off the 
mask, so that both sections may know where 
they stand, and the Government can resume 
the work of further reconciliation necessaly 
under such circumstances. 


MR. HARRISON'S LITTLE BILL. 

Mr. Harrison has got through amending 
the Constitution of the United States for the 
present, and has turned his attention for the 
nonce to matters at home. He has intro- 
duced the following bill: 

Be tt enacted, etc., That all the right, title, and inter- 
est of the United States in and to Township 39, north 
of Range 14, east of the third principal meridian, in 
the County of Cook, and State of Illinois, which lies 
north of the south line of said Sec, 10, and south of 
the south line of Randolph street, extending east of 
the east line of Michigan avenue, extending south as 
shown on the orignal plat of Fort Dearborn Addition 
to Chicago, together with all the riparian rights or 
rights of accretion thereto belonging, or in any way 
appertaining thereto, and the same is hereby granted 
to the City of Chicago, to have and to hofd the same, 
to the said City of Chicago and its assigns forever. 

The bill covers all that part of the Lake 
Park lying north of Madison street, which is 
the southern line of fractional Sec. 10. 
The investigation into the title of this sec- 
tion has led some of the lawyers to believe 
that the City of Chicago has no title in this 
section whatever, though the railroads were 
willing to pay the city $800,000 for a mere 
quit-claim, which would in no way have in- 
volved the city, either as to a warrant of the 
title or subsequent damages on any account. 
If this is true, it shows two things, viz. : 
(1) That the Aldermen of Chicago betrayed 
the best interests of the city in refusing to 
give a quit-claim to property which it could 
not hold in any event; and (2) that a grant 
of this property from the United States 
would in some measure atone for the folly 
of our Chicago Aldermen by improving 
to that extent the title of the city. So 
far, Mr. Harrison’s bill is one which 
we are inclined to favor. But we are 
also constrained to keep in mind that such a 
result might turn more to the benefit of the 
Ring Aldermen in their individual capacity 
than as the representatives of the city’s in- 
terest. With once a title in the city as Mr. 
Harrison asks the United States to give it, 
we apprehend that the Aldermen would not 
so much insist upon additional pay on that 
account for the benefit of the city as that any 
increase should be applied on their individual 
perquisites, The position of the United 
States Government in this matter has always 
been that it would interpose no claim to the 
property in any disposition to be made of it, 
so that it will be as well perhaps to leave the 
city’s title as it is, and let the purchaser or 
purchasers of the property perfect their own 
claim to it after taking a quit-claim deed from 
the city. Our previous experience with the 
Lake-Front, in the hands of the Aldermen, 
teaches us that any improved title will only 
increase their individual greed and the imper. 
tinence of their demands. 


THE BANERUPT LAW. 

The House of Representatives has done a 
wise act, too long postponed, in repealing 
the Bankrupt act. That law has long out- 
lived whatever degree of honest usefulness it 
possessed. It had become a mere statute to 
promote, encourage, and legalize fraud and 
perjury. It whitewashed more criminals an- 
nually than were convicted by the courts. 
It reduced fraud to a legalized science, and 
elevated perjury into one of the highest 
principles of successful trade. Nothing has 
so destroyed mercantile confidence and weak- 
ened credit as the legal facilities offered to 
fraud by the Bankrupt act. It offered the 
highest premium to dishonesty, and discrim- 
inated heavily against integrity. The man 
who pays for his goods cannot compete with 
the man who only pays 20 cents on the dol- 
lar of their cost and pockets the remainder. 

A Bankrupt law might be so framed as to 
afford relief to honest debtors. In England 
the proceeding in bankruptcy is of a quasi- 
criminal character. The debtor must account 
for the property or money he owes for; 
must satisfy the court by proof that he has 
acted honestly. His losses must be estab- 
lished by testimony, and, failing to give a sat- 
isfactory account of his affairs and what he 
has done with his creditors’ property, he goes 
to prison until he disgorges. Under our law 
the creditors are the criminals. They appear 
before the courts as cruel persecutors of un- 
fortunate honesty ; as pursuing à man who 


bought, for example, $150,000 worth of 


goods on six months’ time, and who four 
months thereafter asks tc be discharged from 
his debts because his assets only amount to 
$75 of personal clothing, and that being ex- 
empt ! The Bankrupt law, like the Tariff and 
Revenue laws, has long been an active cor- 
rupter of public morals, destroying all rever- 
ence for oaths.—<iscriminating against honest 
dealing by offering rewards for perjury and 
other crimes. 

The Senate. can do no wiser act than to 
pass the bill without delay. As the bill con- 
tains a techfical error and has to be amend- 
ed, the Senate might, in the interest of pub- 
lic morals, fix the date when the repeal shall 
take effect on the Ist of June or July next. 
The very reasons which demand the repeal of 
the law call for its repeal at the earliest mo- 
ment. f

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The Bloomington Pantagraph says it fails 
to agree with Tue TA UNA in the discovery 
that the American tariff has given to Great 
Britain almost the monopoly of the sale of 
cotton goods, woolen goods, iron and steel, 
and leather manufactures in every part of 
the civilized globe, and opens even the 
United States to the sale of large quantities 
of British cotton goods made of American 
cotton.” ‘*If this were so,” it says, “we 
should expect to see the British newspapers 
full of praises instead of condemnation of 


the American tariff, and to see English socie- 
ties circulating Protectionist documents and 
sending over Protectionist lecturers to keep 
us firm in the faith of Protection.” If the 
Pantagraph will reflect a moment, it will 
doubtless perceive that the British news- 
papers could not very consistently advocate 
free trade for. England in one column and 
praise the American protective tariff in the 
next column. But they do the best they 
can; they have pretty much ceased for sev- 
eral years to say anything against the Amer- 
ican tariff. They seem to be perfectly will- 
ing to see it stand, as it operates to keep this 
country from competing with British manu- 
facturers in all other parts of the world. 


The Hritish societies are spared the labor and 


expense of ‘‘sending lecturers to keep us 
firm in the faith of Protection” while the 
Protection newspapers and spouters do that 
work for them with so much zeal. Never- 
theless, those societies well understand that 
whenever the United States drop the so-called 
Protection principle of artificial high prices, 
the British monopoly of the foreign markets 
will be ended, and a powerful competitor will 
be in the field. Look at this contrast in the 
exportation of cotton goods last year by the 
two nations to American and Asiatic coun- 
tries. We have taken only such countries as 
we should be supplying with cotton goods, 
viz. : North and South America, West Indies, 
China, and Japan (the details will be found 


in another article). 


To those countries Great Britain exported 
in 1875 1,132,587,100 yards of cotton goods, 
and the United States exported to all 
the countries of the world 28,817,- 
743 yards, or barely one-forticth part 
as much! These English goods were 
made of American-grown cotton. The 
English manufacturers shipped to Can- 


‘ada and sold nearly twice as many yards ds 


the total American export of cotton cloth to 
the whole world! Before the panic, our en- 
tire export of cotton goods were only 11, 701, 

79 yards,—being hardly equal to the English 
exportation to China inawoek. Since the 
panic, the cost of production has been forced 
down to a point where some more goods can 
find a foreign market. The Pantagraph must 
seo that if we could manufacture cheap 
enough we would supplant Great Britain in 
foreign markets. She manufactures under 
free trade; we under ultra protection; there- 
fore she undersells us, notwithstanding the 
cotton costs her manufacturers more than it 
does ours, and they have to pay double the 
American prices for food. We must unload 
the onerous tariff taxes if we hope to cope 
with Great Britain. 


THE DIPLOMATIC BILL. 

The Democratic exclusion of Mr. Gar 
from the Appropriations Committee, where 
he had served so long with advantage to the 
public, has scarcely achieved the purpose 
which actuated it. Instead of availing them- 
selves of Mr. Gare wiedom and expe- 
rience in the Committee-room, the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House must now en- 
counter Mr. Garrrexip’s criticisms on the 
floor. He has recently exposed the injustice 
and short-sightedness of the Consular and 
Diplomatic Appropriation bill reported by the 
Democrats, who, in order to carry out their 
pretense of retrenchment, are crippling the 
foreigi service in some of its most essential 
points. The Democrats have put forth 
this bill as if the foreign service had 
been conducted in the most extravagant 
and lavish manner by the Republicans, 
whereas Mr. Garrrexp shows that the 
present salaries were fixed and the present 
system adopted in 1855, when the Democratic 
party was and had been for years in full pos- 
session of all branches of the General Gov- 
ernment, and before the Republican party 
had obtained control of any part of the public 
service. From 1808 up to 1855, when the 
change was made, the diplomatic service had 
been conducted in the loosest manner so far 
as compensation was concerned. There was 
then not only a salary, but an allowance for 
outfit and infit, which made the average 
first-class mission cost the Government about 
$23,000 a year. The practice of an allow- 
ance of one year’s salary upon appointment 
was shamefully abused. One person ap- 
pointed to a foreign mission drew his year’s 
salary, went to Paris, spent the money in 
dissipation, and returned home without 
even visiting the Court to which he 
had been assigned. Another never left 
his State, but drew a years pay 
for an outfit, and in a few months resigned. 
These abuses were corrected by abolishing 
all allowances, and fixing the salary of first- 
class missions at $17,500 and others propor- 
tionately less. This was over twenty years 
ago, and since that time the expense of living 
in Europe has increased from 30 to 50 per 
cent; yet there has been no increase in the 
pay, but, on the contrary, certain reduction 
in the expenses by substituting salaries for 
Consular fees which apply on the general ex- 
pense, andalso by the consolidation of certain 
missions of minor importance, It is on this 
account that the Democratic pretense of 
economizing is but poorly attested when 
good opportunities are passed by to make 
some insignificant saving in a branch of the 
service that has been as economically admin- 
istered during and since the War as it was 
twenty years ago when money went much 
further. e *% <<. 

It is possible that the foreign service may 
be reformed in some particulars, but it is not 
in the way suggested by the Democrats. It 
may be that some of the South American 
missions may be still further consolidated 
and some other missions confided to Consuls. 
But the Consular service in China and Japan 
especially, and generally wherever there are 
trade relations, cannot be reduced without 
bringing on more serious losses to American 
commerce than the saving of Consular sal- 
aries would amount to in fifty years. The 
real abuses incident to the Consular system 
are ofa kind pointed out by Mr. Kxru after 
his investigations, such as false certificates of 
expenses for sending sailors home, disgrace- 
ful personal habits among Consular agents, 
etc. But these are the faults of our defect- 
ive civil service, and are not to be reformed, 
but probably only increased, by a system of 
niggardly pay to our foreign representatives.

Another Execution Extraordinary 
in Prospect at Fort Smith, 
Ark. 


Six Murderers from the Indian Terri- 
tory Sentenced Saturday. 


Recital of the Cold-Blooded Crimes for 
which the Wretches Will Suffer.

WHOLESALE DOOM. 
SEVEN WRETCHES TO BE BLOTTED OUT OF EXIST- 
ENCE.

Sr. Louis, Feb. 9.—At Fort Smith, Ark., on 
the 5th inst., the United States court-room was 
the scene of another wholesale sentencing. The 
court-room was densely crowded at an éarly 
hour to hear the death-sentence passed on six 
men convicted of murder. The first one brought 
out was 

AARON WILSON. 

Wilson is a negro. He was convicted of mur- 
dering an old man named James Harris, about 
56 years of age, and a boy, the son of Harris, 
12 years old, about 12 miles from Fort Sill, in 
the Ipdian country. The old man and hia son 
were traveling through the Indian country 
to Texas in a wagon containing a trunk and a 
box in which were some calico, clothing, and 
other articles. Wilson followed them for some 
miles. He killed the father first. While this 
was being done the boy endeavored to oscape by 
running, but was pursued by Wilson and killed 
about 175 yards from his father. They were both 
shot, the boy’s body being literally riddled with 
buckshot. After murdering bis victimes, Wilson 
took both the horses from the wagon, hid the 
vehicle in the brush, dressed himself with cloth- 
ing from the wagon, and, took a number of other 
things, which be carried off in a handkerchief. 
He went with his plunder to the Wichita 
Agency, and told the Indians that he had taken 
the things from two white men whom he had 
killed, supposing from what he had heard of 
Indian character that it would recommend him 
to them. The Indians, however, reported him 
to the Agent. He afterwards denied all knowl- 
edge of the killing, but the property was so fully 
identified as to leave no doubt of his guilt with- 
out taking his confession into account. 

The next culprit seutenced was 

ASA SANDERS, 

Asa Sanders was charged with killing Thomas 
H. Carlyle, a white man, in the Chorokee Na 
tion, about 12 miles from Talequal Sanders is 
ea full-blooded Cherokee Indian, about 29 years 
of age, and about 5 feet 11 inches high. He is 
afair specimen of his tribe, with a dull, but at 
the same time vindictive, expression of coun- 
tenance, and throughout his trial has acted with 
the utmost unconcern. Thomas H. Carlyle was 
a thrifty, industrious man, and had in his 
house and on his person some $1,200 in I. 
money and Cherokee warrants. Carlyle and | *° 
bis wife were sitting on a porch about 
five or six steps from the front gate of his 
house-lot about dark on the 6tn day of August, 
1875. Sanders and an unknown Indian came up 
to the gate and spoke to Carlyle, who invited 
them m. They not understanding the fastening 
on the gate, he sent his daughter to open it for 
them. When they came on to the porch, Mrs. 
Carlyle noticed that they both had pistols. 80 
soon as they got on the porch the un-

on. Mrs. Carlyle then made up her mind that 
they were intent oa murder, and rau to gather 
up her children and hide with them. While en- 
gaged in this she heard three shots. She ran to 
a ditch about 150 yards from the house with part 
of her children, where she remained about half 
an hour, whea, her little boy, with two little 
gitis, came and called her. Sue returned to the 
house and fouod her husband lying on the 
ground dead, his pockets turned inside out, and 
a trunk, in which were the Cherokee warrauts 
and money, gone. None of the property bas 
been recovered. The only feeling shown by 
Sanders was at the house of Carlyle, the day 
after the murder; he claiming that he was sick 
at home at the time of the murder, a relative 
of Carlyle measured a track at the house and 
measured Sanders’ shoe, which was found to fit 
the track and had a heel plate on it just like the 
mark in the track. At that time he shook as if 
with ague, and turned very pale. He has made 
no coufession regarding the killing. Sanders 
denied all know e of the murder aud said the 
men who did it were still at large. A Cherokee 
interpresver bad to be used for him. He received 
his sen\ence without any emowuon. i 

ISHAM SEELY AND GIBSON ISHTAKUBBE, 
both young Cbhoctaws.under 80 years of age, 
were next sentenced. They were indicted aud 
tried for the murder of a colored woman by. the 
uame of Mason, in April, 1873. The history of 
the case is brietly as follows: An old Indian 
doctor named Funny“ lived about 8 miles 
from Stonewall, in the Chickasaw Nation, and 
had the negro woman, Mason, employed to cook 
tor him. Seely and Ishtanubbe appeared, from 
the testamony, to have threatened tne lie of 
„Funny some tame previous to the kill 
ing. ‘Ihe night before the killing, they 
went to Funuy’s” house and stayed all pight. 
Toward morning they got * and kilted both 
„Funny“ and the woman. Funny” was killed 
with an ax by Ishtanubbe, and the woman with 
a gun-barrel by Seely. They were not indicted 
for killing **‘ Funny.” He being an Indian, aud 
the murderers being Indians, the United States 
Court has not jurisdiction. Tbe morning after 
the killing they returned to the neighborhood of 
their homes. brioging with them a pair of 
boots, a dress, and s pair of pants, and told 
several Indians at and near their 
home that the clothing belonged to 
Funny aud the woman, and that they had 
killed them. They afterwards burned the cloth- 
ing and tried to hide the evidence of sbeir guilt. 
No disclosures were made until Ishtanubbe fell 
out with a woman with whom he was living. The 
woman stated what he had told her. This put 
tbe Deputy Marshals on the track, and they 
worked up the case toa full development of ail 
the facte of this brutal murder. These men,not 
understanding English, were addressed by the 
Court and sentenced through a Choctaw inter- 
preter. They both protested their innocence and 
alleged perjury on the part of the witnesses. 
There is nothing, however, in the case to war- 
rant belief in their story. They received the 
sentence with the utmost unconcern, aad, u 
being returned to jail, just before the shackles 
were put on, Seeciy jum up, cracked his 
heels together, and shouted out Chick-a-ùma! 
which bas about the same meaning as the word 
“ Bully!”

THE REVIVAL OF BUSINESS. 

The numerous commercial and financial liquida- 

tions occurring every day and depressing the morale 


‘of the business community are, properly understood, 


the surest sign that the break of day is at 
hand. The cause of the panic of 1873 was that every- 
body had been overloaded with debt,—the fabric of 
credit toppled over. Evidently, business could not re- 
vive. and business men could not again engage freely 
im trade, until these debts were paid, adjusted, or 
compromised. This process has been going on for 
two years and a half, and is certainly almost com- 
pleted. ‘The reason that so unusual a number of fail- 
ures and bankruptcies are now announced is that 
those are at last giving up who maintained with most 
pertinacity and the fairest prospect of success the 
struggle to keep themselves afloat. Finding it hope- 
lesa, they have at last determined to make a clean 
eweep and begin anew. The proposal to 
repeal the / Bankrupt law—which was vir- 
tually repealed as to involuntary bankrupt- 
cies last year by the amendment making it necessary 
for three-fourths of the creditors to unite in the pro- 
ceedings—will accelerate this liquidation of debts, 
nud increase greatly the number of voluntary bank- 
ruptcies. It will have the good effect of bringing toa 
end this wearisome and discouraging process 
of wiping out indebtedness, and will hasten the day 
for new credit and renewed activity in trade.

The coal and wood markets were dull. Leather, bag- 
ging, tobacco, paints, and oils were dealt in sparingly 
at former quotations, 

Lumber was quiet and otherwise unchanged. Old 
Prob continues to run the weather in a very unwinter- 
like manner, and lumbermen begin to feel rather 
blue over the prospect for the log crop on the west 
shore and in the vicinity of Saginaw, The recent vis- 
its of enow in those sections were of short duration, 
and it is feared that the late heavy rain was also ex- 
periencgd across the lake, in which event it could 
scarcely fail to seriously interfere with work in the 
woods, and perhaps cause a good many to abandon the 
camps, as there would be no work to do if the roads 
were impassaiile, Drugs and chemicels were in 
moderate demand and steady, with one or two 
minor exceptions, Hay was dull, the offerings 
being large compared to the inquiry.

THE KIBBE-HILL SUIT. 

In the case of Kibbe vs. Hill before Judge 
Hopkins.

inal trial, and thereby get some money out of 
Swett. said in explanation that he would 
uke to be honest about the matter, but he was 
afraid Hill would make trouble, and he wanted 
to get money enough out of Swett, if possible, 
to take him-out of the country. Mr. Bisbee 
stated that be earnestly advised Reed 
not to make such. an affidavit, giv- 
* as a reason that if. he (Reed) made 
it Hill would ve after him, and he could 
not retura to this country. por could he make 
money enough abroad tosupport his family. 
Reed then wanted to have some means devised 
so that he would not have to go to Missouri, as 
he bai forged a great many deeds there, and 
was afraid he would be lynched if he went there 
to testify against Turner, as Hill wanted him to 
do. Mr. Bisbee then advised him not to go to 
Missouri until some protection was given him ; 
that be was not legally bound to go, and could 
not be compelled to go, unless a requisition was 
got out against him. | 
Reed, however, was afraid requisitions would 
be issued in this State and iu Pennsylvania, 
where bis wife lived, aud it was finalty agreed 
that Bisbee should meet him in Detroit to further 
advise him what to do, that place being suggest- 
ed as he could easily escape if a requisition was 
sworn out for him. Mr. Bisbee then stated that 
the telegrains which had been read were all sent 
in connection with this arrangement, and that he 
bad only gone to Detroit to advise with Reed 
about his escapin the necessity of 
cing to Missouri. itness denied that he 
fad consulted with Mr. Swett about 
Reed’s making an affidavit to the effect that his 
svidence on the criminal trial was false. He 
had bad some conferences with him as long as 
his client’s interests and those of Turner, for 
whom Swett was counsel, coincided, but after 
Reed decided to turn State’s evidence they be- 
came antagonistic. Mr. Bisbee also denied that 
he had paid any money to Reed on Turner's ac- 


count, or that he had been interested with him 


or received money from him to aid in getting 
Reed out of the country.

THE TAXATION QUESTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaao, Feb. 9.—The evils from the present 
administration of the Tax laws, causing great 
agitation and anxiety upon the subjeet, do not 
appear to have caused examination of their 
soutce nor suggestion of any proper remedy. 

The agitating evils are: (1) excessive taxation, 
in a time of financial depression, when property 
is neither remunerative nor advancing, by which 
many owners of property are brought to distress, 
and in some cases to ruin: (2) unequal taxation, 
by which many owners of personal property and 
capital are taxed above all proportion to their 
neighbors, and many are taxed at such a rate as 
to cause great hardship; (3) an emptv City 
Treasury and an unlawful floating debt, amouat- 
ing to nearly $4,500,000, above a lawful bonded 
debt of $13,457,000; (4) a false inventory of 
resources for the payment of debts and expenses 
which aonually increases, and now amounts to 
$4,212,000; (5) threatened municipal suspen- 
sion, like that at ingfield, where the func- 
tions of government are stopped. Other evils 
which have been considered great have fallen in- 
to the background, because eclipsed by these. 

Any private person in the same situation of 
embarrassment witb the city would look the sit- 
uation fairly in the face, would know its 
causes, and would find a remedy that should be 
not temporary, but complete. 

For excessive taxation we must in part thank 
the State Board of Equalization, and, as we 
have no remedy in the courts, we should sys- 
tematically and persistently seek the eradication 
of that Board by legislation. We must support 
all proper methods to obtain equality between 
the various parts of the State in paying the just 
proportion of State taxes. Butas it is not 
proper nor safe to leave the adjustment of that 
equality to the caprice or interest of a political 
body, wholly irresponsible in its action, that 
body should be abolished. The inequality of 
the present system of State taxation is demon- 
strated by the fact that, while Cook County pays 
one-fourth of the State taxes, nearly joue- 
fourth of the area of taxable land out-

Centennial Rates Agreed Upon by the Gen- 
eral Ticket Agents. 


THE DISCRIMINATION QUESTION. 

Though tbe subject of the discrimination of 
the Eastern railroads has teen a standing theme 
in the newspapers of this city for the last three 
months, yet the business men and shippers 
were not fully convineed that the matter was 
really as serious as represented until the Trans- 

portation Committee of the Board of Trade 
made its able and convincing report. No one 
can now be found who is not fully convinced 
that Chicago bas been most shamefully 
treated by the Eastern railway managers. 
The business men of this city are now fully 
aroused, and undoubtedly mean business. 
Wherever two of them are found together they 
talk about the discriminations, and discuss the 
best means for a speedy remedy. Our Western 
railroads are well pleased with the turn affairs 
have taken, as they are just as anxious to have 
the discriminations stopped as our mercbants. 
These roads have suffered most severely ou ac- 
count of the advantages that were given to the 
cross lines by the Penusylvaoia and Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroads. They now believe that the 
worst is over, and that the Eastern lines 
will come to terms in a few days and them 
such advantages as wild enable them to compete 
with other rival roads. 

A meeting of railroad managers, General 
Superintendents, and General Freight Agents 
of Eastern and Western rpads will be held at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel to-day, for the purpose 
of taking some action in regard to these dis- 
criminations, and having the rates arranged 60 
as tomeke them equitabie around. There 
can be no doubt that something will be done at 
this meeting to end the present state of affairs. 
The Chicago roads can no longer tolerate the 
outrageous discriminations m against this 
point, and which are becoming more apparent 
every day. and are now carried out with unparal- 
leled recklessness: Only the day before 
yesterday the St. Louis roadg met in council and 
decided to make the rates from that city to 
the East only 4 cents higher than from Chicago, 
which is virtually the same rate, as the 4 ceuts 
have to be paid to the Bridge Company for toll. 
This, of course, could not have beea done with- 
out the aid of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroads, which control nearly all the 
lines leading from St. Louis to the East. 

The Peoria roads, probabiy spurred on by the 
same influences as the St. Louis roads, are said 
to have, made the tariff from Peoria the same as 
from Chicago. At the meeting to-day a demand 
will be made of the St. Louis and Peoria roads 
to forthwith raise their tariffs to what they 
have been heretofore, and desist from 
any further cutting, or otherwise such a reduc- 
tion will at once be made from this city as to 
place Chicago on an 2 footing with them.
